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VBT DDA to 
prepare grant for 
pedestrian walk

The Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority, at its March 22 
regular meeting, unanimously approved 
having Wade Trim engineers prepare a 
grant application for funds for a pedestrian 
bridge over I-94 along Belleville Road. 

The Southeastern Michigan Council of 
Governments’ grant deadline is May 2 and 
so the DDA directed Wade Trim to prepare 
the TAP Grant application and bring it to the 
DDA’s April 26 meeting for a final decision 
on whether it should be submitted. 

“Don’t apply if you don’t want to do the 
project,” said Dave Nummer of Wade Trim. 
“You don’t want to win a grant and turn it 
down. It’s the last grant you’ll get.” 

DDA member Ron Blank had misgivings 
about the project, estimated at $2 million 
in total cost. 

The grant request would probably be 
for $300,000-$400,000, with 60-70% 
matching funds from the DDA. 

He said he would have felt better about 
the bridge if more DDA members were at 
the meeting to discuss the details. Five of 
11 members were absent. He also wanted 
input from the township’s public safety 
department. 

Blank said the cost is a phenomenal 
amount of money, but he doesn’t want to 
feel guilty about people being in danger 
while walking or biking over the freeway 
on Belleville Road. 

“I want to be able to say to people out on 
the street: I made an informed decision,” 
Blank said. 

Supervisor Linda Combs and former 
Supervisor Helen Foster, both DDA 
members, said they supported the pedestrian 
bridge for safety reasons and also because 
the DDA is working on walkability within 
the district.

At the March 22 meeting, Dave Nummer, 
Matt Stacey, and traffic engineer Lori 
Pawlik, all of Wade Trim, presented a 20- 
page feasibility study, a draft report, on a 
proposed pedestrian bridge over I-94 on 
the east side of Belleville Road. 

Using various methods they suggested 
32 people a day on average use the bridge 
either on foot or on bicycles. Stacey said 
that is expected to rise to just shy of 80 a 
day by pedestrians and bicycles after the 
bridge is built. 

“If we build it, they will come,” predicted 
DDA chairman Craig Atchinson. 

Stacey said Michigan’s Iron Belle Trail is 
a set of two trails, one for hiking and one 
for walking, that will span the state from 
Belle Isle State Park in Detroit to Ironwood 
in the Upper Peninsula. The hiking trail will 
be routed through Van Buren Township 
and the city of Belleville. Two options for 
the route are currently being considered: 
Either via Huron River Drive/Columbia 
Avenue or via Denton Road. Either option 
will bring non-motorized travel through 
VBT and the city of Belleville, he said. 

“A pedestrian bridge is a potential 
opportunity to provide a connection from 
commercial area north of I-94 on Belleville 
Road and south to the Iron Belle Trail,” the 
report said. 

The report showed three pedestrian 
and three bicycle injury accidents over 
ten years, 2006-2015, in the area from 
Harmony Lane to the I-94 North Service 
Drive. 

“The number of people is not important 
for the grant,” Pawlik said. “It’s the safety 
issue.” 

Chairman Atchinson said the pedestrian 
bridge over I-94 at Quirk Road was built 
in the late 1980s. That bridge is just a half 
mile west of the proposed new bridge. 

Foster said that bridge was built because 
“children were killed.” 

The study shows people are not walking 
west to cross the freeway safely with 
that bridge and take the most direct route 
for them by walking along the edge of 
Belleville Road, a dangerous path. 

Blank said they need a fuller board at 
the next meeting to make this important 
decision. And, it would be nice to hear 
what residents think of the project. 

In other business at the 74-minute meeting 
on March 22 the DDA: 

e Approved advertising for a request 
for proposals for Architectural Design 
and Construction Management Services 
for the DDA PlaceMaking Initiative on 
property owned by the DDA at 10101 and 
10151 Belleville Road. The property was 
originally purchased in 1900 by Herbert 
and Rose Harris, some of the early African 
American settlers in VBT. Two structures

tradition at the Museum. 

There is no cost to participate in this 
event that runs from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. on 
Saturday, April 9.

“These planes are aviation rock stars and 
people of all ages come out every April 
to get up close and polish them,” said 
Ray Hunter, chairman of the Yankee Air 
Museum Board of Directors. Believe me, 
it’s a big help to our flight crew.” 

Hunter says this polishing party is 
especially meaningful because 2016 is the 
30" Anniversary of Yankee Air Museum’s 
purchase of the B-17, for $250,000. Today, 
Yankee Lady is one of only ten B-17s still 
flying and one of only five on which people 
can take a ride. 

“We are continually working on our 
aircraft,’ added Hunter. “Every year there 
are specific restoration projects on various 
areas of the planes to keep them in award- 
winning condition. This is important to us 
as a Museum that honors Veterans, and 
educates their children and grandchildren 
about the role of aviation in protecting 
America’s freedom.” 

Hunter said most people only get to see 
planes like this flying overhead occasionally 
or on display behind ropes. He says the 
Yankee Air Museum wants people to be able 
to touch the aircraft and feel the excitement 
of getting them ready to fly. 

“There’s an added attraction this year, 


the Douglas C-47 Skytrain and our Waco 
biplane will be offering rides, weather 
permitting,’ said Kevin Walsh, YAM 
Executive Director. “The Museum has 
been offering affordable air tours in these 
airplanes since late last year and for many, 
they have become the perfect entry level to 
vintage aircraft flying.” 

In planning the Bomber Buffing event, the 
Museum staff always work to make sure the 
event is appealing to the whole family. 

“Let’s face it, it’s hard to compete with 
these cool planes, but we have added a 
separate event under the same roof in the 
next bay called the Detroit Aviation and 
Airline Collectibles Show,” Walsh said. 

According to Walsh, the collectibles 
show will feature Yankee Air Museum 
logo merchandise and dealers of airline 
memorabilia will be selling their specialties, 
as well. Walsh says that with the rich history 
of early airline development at Willow Run, 
this show is a natural attraction. 

Yankee Air Museum security volunteers 
will be on hand to help direct free parking 
and access to the Bomber Buffing.

VBT coal tar ban 
put under scrutiny 


The head of a national group supporting 
the use of coal tar in driveway sealing said 
she will be at today’s 7 p.m. meeting in Van 
Buren Township. 

The township has invited local contractors 
who do driveway and parking lot sealing to 
a workshop at township hall. Officials said 
they plan to explain the new VBT ordinance 
banning the PAHs in coal tar. PAHs have 
been said to cause cancer. 

The workshop is to spell out the new rules 
to contractors and give them information 
on what other products they can use and 
where to get them to make VBT a safer 
community. 

Not so fast, says the Pavement Coatings 
Technology Council of Alexandria, VA. 
It accuses VBT of using faulty evidence 
to enact the ban and want it repealed. The 
council has a list of studies that says coal 
tar is safe. 

VBT has already passed the ordinance and 
it can’t be repealed at this workshop, so a 
debate is not on the agenda. 

VBT has relied on retired university 
professor Dave Wilson and his colleague 
in the Huron River Watershed Council, 
Rebecca Esselman, for its evidence, also 
from many sources including the U.S. 
Geological Survey. 

Officials at the city of Belleville and 
Sumpter Township may be watching this 
carefully. Dr. Wilson gave a talk on coal 
tar to the Sumpter Township Planning 
Commission and on the same night VBT 
Environmental Commission president David 
Brownlee addressed Belleville planners. No 
action yet in either place.

Sumpter Township approves 2016-17 
budget after public hearing 


By Rosemary K. Otzman 
Independent Editor 

After a public hearing on March 22, 
the Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
unanimously approved the amended 2015-16 
and proposed 2016-17 budgets. 

Financial Director James Glahn, CPA, told 
the board it is another positive year for the 
fiscally balanced General Fund budget. 

He said the largest amount of revenue going 
into the budget is from the landfill tipping 
fees, which hit bottom in 2012 at $1.2 million 
and was up to $2.2 million this year. He said 
they put quite a bit of that into reserves, with 
a fund balance of more than $5 million at the 
end of this fiscal year. 

The General Fund did well, he said, 
but there was an extra expenditure when 
two police officers retired. They had been 
promised full medical and retirement, but 
that had been unfunded, so the Michigan 
Employee Retirement Service (MERS) sent 
the township a bill for $400,000. Glahn said

year it is almost $400,000. 

“After the audit, we’re going to do a water 
rate study to make sure we have the proper 
numbers,” Glahn said. 

As to the Fire Fund, Glahn said it continues 
to spend more than it takes in. 

He said after the 2017 budget, they could 
ask for another 4 mill of taxes. He wouldn’t 


suggest asking for it this year since the 
township will be seeking renewals of the fire 
and police millages. 

Or, ask the board to give them more money. 
He said the general fund has been giving the 
Fire Fund $68,100 a year for 12 years and 
the board could decide to give them more 
money. 

Glahn said, over the years, the Fire 
Department bought two fire trucks at about 
$500,000 each and he was able to put down

$200,000 each time and the fund paid $50,000 
for five years. 

Plans call for the next truck to be purchased 
in 2023 and they have to start adding to the 
reserves. 

“No way could we finance the fire truck 
otherwise,” Glahn said. 

“We’ve got to right the ship in that regard,” 
he said. 

The Library Fund no longer collects a 
millage since the millage now goes directly 
to the Belleville Area District Library. There 
is $250,728 left in the Library Fund and it is 
gathering interest.

VB Township Planners recommend 
marijuana cultivation facilities

The Van Buren Township Planning 
Commission unanimously recommended 
approval of a seven-page ordinance 
amendment that provides for regulation, 
location, and operation of medical 
marijuana cultivation facilities. 

At its March 23 meeting the commission 
sent the recommendation onto the township 
board who will make the final decision on 
the ordinance at a future meeting. 

The ordinance amendment would allow 
such facilities as special land uses in the 
M-2 (General Industrial) zoning district, 
mostly at the north end of the township. 

VBT currently has a moratorium on 
medical marijuana establishments until 
April 7. This moratorium was to allow the 
township time to study the issue and, if 
necessary, prepare ordinance amendments. 

Patrick Sloan of McKenna Associates 
planning consultants explained the 
regulations include: 

e Requiring all marijuana growing and 
other activities to be conducted indoors 
only, including prohibiting outdoor 
storage; 

e Prohibiting drive-through uses; 

e A minimum 1,000-foot setback from 
religious institutions, public parks, 
residential zoning districts, residential land 
uses, child care facilities, and educational 
facilities. An analysis of the township 
zoning map indicates seven or eight M-2 
area meet these setback requirements; 

e Prohibiting on-site transfer, consumption, 
or retail sales; 

e Limiting the number of caregivers 
per facility to six and requiring separate 
growing areas for each caregiver; and 

e Additional requirements for security, 
access, parking, inspections, waste disposal 
and enforcement. 

Sloan said there are currently three bills 
related to medical marijuana that were 
passed by the State House of Representatives 
last fall. These bills may be passed and 
signed into law this year. If changes need 
to be made to the VBT ordinance, it could 


be amended in the future. 

In other business at the 72-minute, March 
23 meeting, the commission: 

e Approved Elliott’s Amusements to hold 
Belleville Spring Carnival from May 12 to 
May 22 at the Belleville Square (Farmer 
Jack) shopping center parking lot, 10800 
Belleville Road with total fees of $1,650. 
Debbie Elliott said they would like to hire 
police officers for security as in the past. 
She said they usually had two officers on 
every day and an additional two officers 
for Saturday evening. She said they had 
been at that location for four out of the last 
five years; 

e Approved TNT Fireworks request 
for temporary land use for a tent sale of 
fireworks at the Belleville Road Walmart 
store June 23 to July 5. This is the third 
year they will be at this location; 

e Discussed proposed zoning ordinance 
updates for Planned Unit Developments. 
After discussing with Sloan the various 
proposals, there was some discussion over 
whether PUDs were of value and whether 
the township should have them at all. The 
PUD gives bonuses in density for open 
space and other amenities; and 

e Heard resident Paul Taylor tell of his 
problem with getting a variance for a larger 
outbuilding because of the wording in an 
ordinance. He said the township allowed 
him only a 30’x38’ barn and so he has to 
buy a32’ barn and cut off two feet and throw 
it away. He said the planning commission 
could approve anew multiplier so he doesn’t 
have to throw material away. Planning and 
Economic Development Deputy Director 
Matthew Best said there may be a need for 
a revision since the township is redoing 
the ordinance. He said the Agricultural or 
Estates District has standards the same as 
Residential. “Accessory structures for the 
Agricultural district south of Hull Road, 
I think we’ll have more of these popping 
up,” Best said. Commission chairman 
Carol Thompson told Taylor that to get the 
commission to revise his multiplier he has 
to apply and pay a fee.

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Belleville Council adopts EEO policy, 
disability accommodations policy

At its regular meeting March 21, 
the Belleville City Council adopted a 
Disability Accommodation Policy and an 
Equal Employment Opportunity Policy, as 
required by the Michigan Department of 
Civil Rights.

Maintenance, Special Events, and 
Pavement Restoration permits; 

e Heard an update on The Senior Alliance 
by Aimee Page, Quality and Training 
Manager. She introduced Daniel Hampton 
and Melissa Beavers, also from the 
Alliance; 

e Took no action on the request from the 
Belleville Area Chamber of Commerce 
request to use the Fourth Street Square 
for a Beer Tent from noon to 7 p.m. on 
June 18 because they did not have enough 
information ready; and 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$95 394.47 and the following departmental 
purchases in excess of $500: to Election 


ballot testing; to Hennessey Engineers, 
$5,630.50 from the Trust for engineering 
and $8,456 from Major/Local Street Funds 
for joint and crack sealing; to Patton 
Monument Co., $1,039 for engraving 
from the Cemetery Fund; to Roy & Sons, 
$3,708 from the Police Fund for tasers;

all pushed around in wheelchairs,” Lyson 
said, adding she will be 91 in August and 
still drives her own car. She doesn’t need a 
wheelchair at home. 

Three years ago, Lyson moved from 
Belleville to the Pines Senior Apartments 
in Chelsea, where everything is convenient 
and she is close to her son in Grass Lake. 

She was born in Poland and was two years 
old when her parents came to 40 acres on 
Haggerty Road in Sumpter Township, now 
the site of Crosswinds Marsh. 

She walked a mile and a half to school, 
but never went to high school because there 
were no buses in that area of the township. 
She was the youngest of five children. 

“I was living with my parents and 
desperately needing work,” Lyson recalled, 
saying she applied and was hired at Willow 
Run Bomber Plant. She first attached hoses 
to engines and then worked on the outer 
wing, attaching ribs with clamps before the 
wing proceeded to riveting. 

She worked at Willow Run for two years. 
She said her parents were struggling with 
earning a living by farming and she gave 
them all her pay, except for the $25 War 
Bond she bought every month. She said her 
brother Felix Kotlarczyk, who was fighting 
in Germany, died recently at age 92. 

Lyson said her parents were able to get 
electricity installed and to pay off the 
mortgage. She said before that they lived 
on the farm for 15 years without electricity. 
As soon as they got electricity, they 
bought a Maytag washer and a Kelvinator 
refrigerator. 

She got rides to work with people. She

Two men bound over 


for Sumpter roller rink 
stabbing, armed robbery

Co-defendants Robert Kristopher Stilson 
and Santino Dominick Deleon were 
bound over to circuit court for March 
30 arraignments on the information on 
charges from the same incident in Sumpter 
Township. 

They were both charged with assault 
with intent to commit murder, assault 
with intent to do harm less than murder, 
armed robbery, and felony assault in the 
Halloween 2014 incident at a party at the 
roller rink in Sumpter Township. 

Deleon, 24, a habitual offender from 
Saginaw, was brought to 34" District Court 
for his preliminary exam on March 23 from 
the Saginaw County Jail where he is being

held on separate charges. He is represented 
by retained attorney Rodney O’Farrell. 

Stilson, 26, was brought from the Wayne 
County Jail, where he was being held on 
$500,000/10% bond. His retained attorney 
is Sheldon Halpern, who went to Circuit 
Court Judge Timothy Kenny in Detroit to 
get his client’s bond reduced. 

Chief 34 District Court Judge Tina 
Brooks Green said she had not heard of 
Judge Kenny’s reduction of Stilson’s bond 
until a few hours earlier. Halpern had been 
seeking a reduction of bond for Stilson, 
unsuccessfully, at the district court since 
his client was jailed. 

At the preliminary exam before Judge 
Green, Halpern wanted an adjournment of 
the preliminary exam because he said was 
unprepared for the exam. He said Sumpter 
Police had given him so much evidence 
that he couldn’t get through it all. 

“It’s been adjourned, adjourned, 
adjourned, adjourned,” said Judge Green. 
“How long should you be afforded for the 
purposes of this exam? Two weeks ago you 
got discovery.” 

Judge Green asked co-counsel O’Farrell 
if he was ready and he said he had already 
had the probable cause conference moved 
two weeks and he got his discovery package 
from Sumpter a week ago. He said he was 
ready to proceed. 

“This is for probable cause [for the 
preliminary exam], not a trial. We’ve got 
to try to get this case moving. This case is 
old.” 

Halpern persisted. He said in addition to 
the discovery itself, he has prior testimony 
of witnesses at a previous trial to read and 
he needs time for that. 

“You can discredit witnesses at trial,” 
Judge Green said, referring to the next step 
at circuit court. 

Halpern persisted, saying police gave him 
three discs and that’s three to four hours 
of viewing. It includes conversations, the 
chase, and other things. 

Sumpter Det. John Toth said he gave the 
discovery items to Halpern. Det. Toth said 
Halpern said he had been on vacation.

“I cannot proceed,” Halpern stood to state 
to the court. 

“Have a seat. We’re proceeding,” Judge 
Green said and Halpern replied he is 
asking for a postponement in the interests 
of justice. Judge Green told him he could 
appeal her decision. 

First witness was Christopher Michael 
Johnson, who was part of the security 
team for an icebreaker special event at 
the rink. He testified how he was advised 
that someone was smoking a cigar inside 
the club and he approached that person 
and gave him a warning because smoking 
inside was not allowed. 

Then, he said he was advised the person 
was smoking again. Johnson said he asked 
the person to walk to the front of the 
building, where he planned to advise him 
to put it out or go outside and smoke. 

Johnson testified Ralph Rosas told him 
to get off his homeboy and the smoker 
-- described as “a short Hispanic guy 
with glasses” -- punched him and then he 
punched the smoker. Johnson said his boss 
told him to go outside and he was there two 
to five minutes when Deleon burst through 
the door with a knife, yelling, “I’m going 
to f------ kill you.” He said Deleon was 
followed by Stilson. Johnson identified the 
two co-defendants in the courtroom. 

“T started running and Deleon was chasing 
me,” Johnson said, adding he was in the 
front parking lot area and then ran down 
the line of parked cars. He said Deleon 
jumped up on the line of cars and chased 
him until he came to a fence and then he 
had to run back because there was nowhere 
else to go. 

He said he was running until his security 
team could help him, but they didn’t help 
him. 

“I was running for my life,” he said. He 
said Rosas and Deleon were chasing him, 
but not Stilson. 

Johnson said he was running toward the 
front of the club, toward Deleon and Rosas 
and he ran between them with his arms 
up in the air trying to avoid the knife. He 
thought, at first, that Deleon had punched 
him, but he saw the blood and pulled up 
his clothing to see 18 inches of his intestine 
hanging out of his body over his pants. 

He ran through the field toward the 
gas station with blood running down. He 
jumped a fence at the gas station and hid 
in somebody’s back yard until his friend 
came in his car and he got in his friend’s 
car. They went to the rink and, “I went to 
the first officer I saw. I went straight up and 
showed him what happened.” 

“Was Stilson with Deleon and Rosas?” the 
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prosecutor asked. “Absolutely,” Johnson 
replied. 

Johnson said he was in the hospital for 
three days and had surgeries. In cross 
examination he said there were 300 people 
at the rink that night and eight security 
people. Johnson said two were stationed 
outdoors and he was a “rover.” 

Three other witnesses testified -- 
Christopher Johnson, Anthony Jones, 
Daniel Gilliam, and Officer Salajan -- and 
then Judge Green bound over Stilson and 
Deleon to the higher court for trial. 

Deleon was bound over on all the charges 
against him and Stilson was bound over on 
just assault with intent to do murder and 
assault with intent to do harm less than 
murder. 

The third codefendant in the Sumpter 
roller rink case was Ralph Rosas, 29, 
also of Saginaw, who last summer was 
convicted by a Wayne County jury of 
assault to do great bodily harm less than 
murder and armed robbery. He was found 
not guilty of assault with intent to commit 
murder and the felonious assault charge 
was dismissed. 

Rosas now is serving 18.75 to 50 years 
in prison, currently in the St. Louis, MI, 
correctional facility. He is appealing his 
conviction. 

John Curtis Robertson 

John Curtis Robertson, 24, has been 
charged with unauthorized driving away of 
a motor vehicle, receiving and concealing 
the vehicle, assault on a police officer, and 
obstruction by disguise on March 3. He is 
being held in the Wayne County Jail on 
$40,000/10% bond. 

Robertson was scheduled to have his 
preliminary exam March 23 before Judge 
Green, but the prosecutor asked for an 
adjournment until 10 a.m., March 30, in 
order to get a necessary witness and Judge 
Green approved that request. 

The incident started out in Sumpter 
Township where Robertson worked at an 
establishment. He is accused of stealing a 
car from a coworker and driving off with 
it. Police said he ended up in a ditch in 
Van Buren Township where he ran off and 
struggled with police and gave a false name 
as identification.
